Red Cross Christmas seals date
bick in their origin to ‘“charity
gtnmps,” first used [(or the soldiers’
rellef funds In Doston in 1862, during
the Civil war. After the war, this
method of ralsing money was discon
tinued In this country for a genern
tion, although it found vogue in Por-
tugal, Switzerlund, Australla, France,
Spain, Denmark, Norway, Russla,
Sweden and  other European coun:
tHfes. There are now several hun
dred differont types of charity stamps
used In all parts of the world.

Blamps or seals were first used to
Fet money for the antl-tuberculesls
eriigade in Norway and Sweden in
1004. After being used In these coun
trieg for threa yvears, ns a direct re
#ult ol the Interest u! Jacob Rils In
this movement, the Delaware Anti
Tuberculosis ascocintion, headed hy
Miss Hmily P, Disscll, and the Red
Crops gociety of Deluware comblned
In Issulng a toberculosls stamp. So
suceessful wns  this campalgn that
nearly $2.000 was realized, and the
mext year, in 1008, the Amerlean Red
Cross was Induced to lssue a natlonal
Red Cross tuberculosis stamp. From
this gale, $135,000 was reallzed, that
amount being almost doubled In 1009,
This year, for the first time, the sale
i8 organized on a comprehensive
basls, taking In all parts of the
United States, A milllon for tubor-
eulosis work 18 confidently expected.
